Mvery convenience and 
accommodation was accorded him, and the 
fanitor of the club assisted in attending to 
him. Rumors that Kilrain had been suffer ng 
from 2 loathsome discase had been freely ci:- 
culated and proved to betrue. Dr. Dougherty, 
of Philadelphia, had been attending to him, and 
Kilrain had been taking medicine ever since 
his arrival here. Dr. Dougherty states to sone 
of the members of the club that he had been 
treating Kilrain for some time.

Probable Ending of the Streator Coal Min- 


ers Strike. 

SrrEAToR, U1., July 9.—Action was taken 
by the miners of Streator yesterday, which 
will sastagyy: y end the strike. The Coal Run 
company,- Which sometime ago proposed the 
pian of profit sharing to its employ ees, has 
since the rejection of that scheme signifi ied its 
willingness to arbitrate. At a mass meeting 
yesterday it was decided, by an almost unan- 
imous vote, to approve of an arbitration be- 
twee nm Nw 8 Coal Run company and its employ- 
ees. Stre bi is now by nearly a unanimous 
yote committed to an independent policy in 
the strike. 

After anncuncing the vote, 
stated tothe ineeting that, in his opinion, 
arbitration would settle thé strike for all the 
miners of Streator, as well as for the Cea! Run 
company. ‘Lhiscompany only employs two 
hundred men, but as the issues involved are 
mainly the same cs with other mines, a settle- 
ment for one will be practieally a settlement 
forail. The board of arbitration will be com- 
posed of three men—one to be chosen by the 
company, one by the miners and these tivo to 
choose the third. Their award must be made 
on or before August ith, and pending their de- 
cision the Coal Khan company’s miners will re- 
sure work at old prices.

FOR His FAT HE i's BODY. 
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A Curious Suit He: ird in a Nashville Court 
Yesterday. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 9.—[Special.]—A 
son suing for the possession of his father’s 
corpse was the unusual lawsuit heard in Nash- 
ville today. Saturday, Stephen Bond, an aged 
negro, died suddenly in north Nashville, and 
Theo Kramer, deputy coroner and undertaker, 
was noiified.. After the inquest was concluded 
no one appeared to claim the remains, and 
Mir. Kramer took them to his establishment, 
embalmed and prepared them for burial. 

Yesterday, Llorace Bond went to Kramer’s 
and identiiitd the body as that of his father. 
Later in the day, Bond went to Priest & 
Dougherty’s and arranged for that firm to bury 
his father’s body. VPriest & Dougherty sent to 
Kramer for the remains, but Nramer 

REFUSED TO GIVE THEM UP 

until a charze of £5 for embalming was paid. 
Horace Bond claimed that he did not an- 
thorize this expeuse, but Kramer contended 
that at the time ie embalmed the body it had 
not been identified, and the service was per- 
férined to preserve it until friends couid 
identify it. Bond got out a replevin writ, and 
today Justice Everate heard the case and gave 
the body to Bond.

The Directors of the Augusta Exposition 
Sued Ong Notes, 

AvaustA, Ga., July 0.—[ Special. ]—A suit 
has been filed by Mr. Ferdinand Phinizy, of 
Athens, againt thirtcen of the directors of the 
Augusta Exposition company, which brings 
out the faét that there are differences among 
the members of the board. It seems tat in 
order to compicte the exposition buildings and 
the expenses of getting ready for the exposi 
tion, it was necessary for the company to 
‘borrow $40,000. It was proposed for the di- 
rectors to indorse tho company anote. Ten 
of them declined to indorse, but instead lent 
the company $2,000 each, making $20,000 of 

Fourteen of thn e remain- 
ing dire ctors si: cnetath e note for $20,000, and 
the loans were secured by a mortgage on tha 
exposition property. After the exposition, 
when it was desired to issue bonds, the secured 
obligations of the company had to be taken up, 
and the ten directors surrendered their notes 
against the company with the promise they 
should receive konds for them when issued. 
The note of the company for $20,000 
was taken up by the fourteen directors, 
wiio raised the money by givihg their two indi- 
vidual notes for $10,000 each. 

One of these has fallen due and gone to pro- 
test, andonit Mr. Ferdinand Phinizy brings 
snit for $10,000 against the fourteen directo! 
jointly and individually, From the state- 
menis made today by President Tobin and'ene 
of the fourteen directors sued, it appears that a 
difference among the members of the board as 
to the amount of their liability is the cause of 
the noiice given tothe president, which, of 
course, will be paid. Some of the directors are 
pocr men. They were not chosen for their 
means, but to popularize the enterprize with 
ail classes. Of the fourteen who signed the 
£0), 000 note, not more than eight, perhaps, are 
ab! to pay $2,000. These are ready 
to pay this amount, and equalize them- 
selves with the other ten, Then they 
want the other ten to conto in with them and 
share equally the remainder of the $20,000 
debt, after all were on an equal footing, of 
22,000 each. The ten who paid the 82,000 re- 
fused this proposition, and claim that the 
signers ofthe notes are ‘alono responsible, and 
that ifouly four or tive of them have to meet 
itthey mustdoso unaided.

PASS UNDER CONTROL OF MILLION- 
AIRE WORK. 


The Nashville Purchasers Dispose of Their 
Claim to the Philadelphia Millionaire— 
The Price Paid. 

Macon, Ga., July 9.—[Special.!—Two weeks 
ago in the city of Nashville Major William M. 
Duncan, a capitalist and president of several 
street railway,ccal and electric light companies, 
purchased the Macon street railway of Major 
John H. Brandsford, of Nashyille the sole 
owner of the road. 

Sunday night Major William Dun- 
can, in company with his uncle, Dr. Fox,

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JAKE MORRIS IS DEAD.“ 


A WELL-KNOWN CITY CHARACTER 
DIES SUDDENLY. 


His Body Discovered Yesterday Morning—A Sketch 
of the Dead Man’s Life--Economicalin Lilie, He 
Leaves a Sindil Fortune in ingurance. 


< 


Everybody knew, everybody liked Jakey 
Morris. Plain and unassuming in his per- 
souality, honest and thoroughly conscientious 
in his work, Jakey Morris made a place for 
himself. 

Now that place is empty—he is dead! His 
body, cold and stiff in death, waa first discov- 
ered about 6 o’clock yesterday morning by the 
woman who took care of his apartment. All 
the facts tend to indicate that be had been 
dead since about 10 o’clock the night before. 

Mr. Morris had been to a meeting of the 
Masonic lodge cf which he was a member, 
and bad gone home apparently in the best of 
spirits. After reaching his room he began to 
undress, and while attempting to pull off his 
shoes he was stricken with apoplexy and died, 

A coroner’s jury rendered a verdict in ac- 
cordance with the facts as stated above. 

Mr, Morris was a man between farty-five and 
fifty years of age, and leaves two children, 
Miss Henric Morris and a daughter, Mrs. Rosa 
Solomon, who is wedded to a prominent busi- 
ness man of Americus. 

Mr. Morris was in the employ of the ciry as 
janitor of the city halland messenger of the 
city council for eight years. He hs always 
been cconomical in his habits, spending little 
money on himself. Bathe took care of his 
daugnters by taking out about $10,000 worth 
of insurance, most of it in secret societies. He 
belonged to the B’Nai Lrith, Sons of Isreal, 
Knivzhts of Honor, toyal Arcanum, Odd Fcl- 
lows, Masons, ‘the Golded Chain, the Na- 
tional Union and other secret organizations. 

Mr. Morris came to Atlanta about twenty 
years ago, and was first employed by Mr. L. B. 
Folsom, in his restaurant. He came originally 
from Posen, Germany, and, married a widow 
lady, Mrs. Burkett, near Hawkinsville. By 
this lady he has the two daughters mentioned 
above. A stepson, Mr. Burkett, works with 
Mr. Isaac Steinhecimer.
